COMENT  ON  THE  ABOVE  STATISTICS. 


^ Cancer,  Coronary  Disease  and  Heart  Disease  accounted 
for  47%  of  deaths. 

Thirty  three  males  died  from  coronary  disease,  an 
increase  of  seven  over  the  previous  year,  and  there  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus . 

Of  the  225  deaths,  IO5  occurred  in  the  age  group 
75  and  over,  and  46  in  the  age  group  65-75, 

The  death  rate  of  10.7  compares  favourably  with  the 
rate  of  12,2  per  1000  of  the  population  for  England  & Wales.

COMMENT  ON  THi  ABOVE  TABLE. 


The  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  between  January  and  June 
1963  and  accounted  for  the  bulk  of  the  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified.  Nevertheless  there  was  a sharp  increase  in 
the  incidence  of  intestinal  infections,  primarily  due  to 
dysentery  and  an  outbreak  of  Salmonella  infection  traced  to 
the  central  school  kitchen  which  supplied  69O  meals  per  day 
to  schools  in  the  Chippenham  Borough  and  the  surrounding  rural 
district. 

The  immunisation  of  school  children  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  is  proving  effective;  none 
of  these  dangerous  infections  were  notified

TUBERCULOSES. 


During  the  year  under  review,  only  one  new  case  of 
Tuherculosis  was  notified.  This  v/as  in  respect  of  a female 
suffering  from  the  respiratory  form  of  the  disease. 

A total  of  four  persons  died  during  1963?  all  of  whom 
were  known  cases  of  tuberculosis.  In  only  one  case,  was 
tuberculosis  found  to  be  the  primary  cause  of  death,  and  this 
has  been  classified  by  the  Registrar  General  as  such  and  shown 
under  the  heading  ’’Analysis  of  causes  of  death”  on  page  of 
this  report.  -The  remaining  three  tuberculous  persons  died 
due  to  causes  other  than  tuberculosis  and  have  been  classified 
under  the  appropriate  headings. 

In  addition  to  the  new  cases  notified  each  year,  a certain 
proportion  of  tuberculous  persons  either  ipove  into  the  town  or 
move  out.  According  to  the  Registrar  of  Tuberculous  Persons, 
the  following  notified  and  confirmed  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
living  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  I963.

The  vaccination  of  children  of  the  13”14  years  age 
group  against  tuberculosis  continued  under  arrangements  made 
by  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer.  All  children  are 
given  a preliminary  skin  test  to  see  whether  vaccination  is 
necessary.  By  this  means  about  25/^  of  these  children  are 
found  to  have  some  protection  against  tuberculosis  already 
and  therefore  do  not  require  vaccination. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 
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The  North  Wilts.  Water  Board,  is  the  responsihle 
Authority  for  the  production  and  distribution  of  water 
supplies  Vi/ithin  the  Borough.  The  Water  Board  arranges 
both  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  the  raw 
•water,  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  regular 
samples  of  the  treated  vi/ater  in  supply  to  the  public  for 
bacteriological  examination  also,  together  with  estimations 
of  free  chlorine  available.  Close  liaison  is  maintained 
between  Officers  of  the  Council  and  Officers  of  the  Water 
Board,  and  any  deviations  from  normal  are  dealt  with  at  once. 

It  was  found  that  both  the  quality  and  the  quantity 
of  water  in  supply  to  the  public  during  the  year  under  review, 
was  both  satisfactory  and  adequate,

The  collection  of 
house  and  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  and  additional 
collections  are  made  from ' premises  such  as  cafes,  food  shops 
etc.  where  food  is  handled.  This  work  is  under  continuous 
revievi/  to  re-route  collections  to  deal  with  new  houses 
erected  in  the  Borough, 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at 
Westmead.  The  handling  and  covering  of  refuse  is  done 
mechanically  and  is  proving  satisfact<j?y , 

Pull  use  is  made  of  insecticides  in  connection 
with  refuse  collection  and  tip  dressing.  The  eradication 
of  rats  is  undertaken  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector.

Thirty-nine  observations  and  twenty-three  inspections  were 
made.  Informal  action  v;as  taken  in  eight  cases  regarding  the 
emission  of  smoke  from  the  chimneys  of  industrial  premises. 

NOISE  abatement  ACT  I960. 

Informal  action  was  taken  in  a number  of  cases  in  connection 
v/ith  the  use  of  loudspeakers  by  salesmen  in  ice-cream  vehicles 
after  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  in  one  home  and  one  hospital 
(l8  times)  after  infectious  diseases.  Bedding  and  similar 
articles  are  treated -by  steam  or  destroyed  when  this  is 
considered  necessary.  No  charge  is  made  for  fumigation  or 
steam  disinfection  v/hen  this  is  done  because  of  infectious 
disease . 

On  disinfect  ion  j the  modern  view  appears  to  be  that  v/ith 
the  exception  of  smallpox  and  possibly  tuberculosis,  ordinary 
washing  and  laundering  of  clothes  and  the  cleansing  of  rooms 
v/ith  soap  and  wat^r  after  infectious  illness  is  all  that  is 
really  required.  Yet  it  would  be  wrong  to  refuse  disinfection 
where  it  is  requested. 

There  is  still  a small  demand  for  the  disinfection  of 
parcels  of  clothing  prior  to  dispatch  abroad. 

351  visits  of  inquiry  were  made  in  connection  v/ith 
infectious  diseases  - intestinal  infections,  scarlet  fever, 
food  poisoning,  checking  contacts  of  typhoid  cases  from 
ZSrmatt  etc.,etc« 
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SWIMMING  POQLo 


Regular  samples  from  the  swimming  and  paddling  pools 
were  taken  during  the  summer  months  and  submitted  for 
■bacteriological  examination  to  the  Pu'blic  Health  LalDoratory 
Service o The  samples j taken  at  peak  loads  at  fortnightly 
intervals,  are  to  assess  the  efficiency  of  the  treatment, 
which  is  of  the  continuous  filtration,  circulation  and 
chlorination  type.  Other  and  more  frequent  tests,  to  determine 
the  residual  chlorine  content  of  the  v/ater,  are  carried  out 
on  the  premises. 


DISEASES 


The  Council  accepted  delegation  from  the  County  Council 
of  this  Order.  There  are  eight  licenced  premises  in  the 
Borough  (six  only  are  actually  processing  waste  food)  and 
these  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  in  connection  with 
the  enforcement  of  the  Order. 

Copies  of  the  leaflet  ’’Swill  Drill”  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  were  sent 
out  to  all  pig  keepers  in  the  Borough  in  November. 


Two  licences  were  issued  to  keep  pet  shops.  These 
premises  are  inspected,  although  the  only  pets  sold  are 
cage-birds,  goldfish  and  tortoises. 


ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN . 

Some  verminous  infestations  were  dealt  with  by  the 
use  of  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  Insecticides. 

In  a number  of  cases,  advice  and  assistance  was 
given  in  connection  with  fly  and  wasp  infestations. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  methods  used  have,  on  the  whole,  become 
standardised  throughout  the  country,  and  are  as 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Poisons  used  are  - Zinc  Phosphide  and  Warfarin. 

The  sewers,  brooks  and  sewage  outfall  v/orks  are  now 
treated  as  a routine  measure  twice  yearly,  the  refuse  tips 
are  closely  vi/atched  and  treated  as  often  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  low  level  of  rat  infestations  in  surface  properties  in 
the  town  is  due  greatly  to  the  systematic  control  measures 
applied  to  the  sewers.

MEAT  INSPECTION, 


The  Bafion  Factory  continues  to  maintain  the 
heavy  slaughtering  of  the  last  few  years » The  Wiltshire 
Bacon  Company,  during  the  year,  slaughtered  some 
35,247  pigs  on  their  premises « 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  force 
on  1st.  October  1963 . The  object  of  these  Regulations 
was  to  require  all  local  authorities  to  provide  a 
100  per  cent  meat  inspection  service.  To  do  this  it 
was  necessary  to  increase  the  qualified  staff  of  the 
department.  Mr.  E.W.  Wright  of  Coventry  v/as  appointed 
as  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  and  commenced 
his  duties  on  the  18th  November.  The  100  per  cent 
meat  inspection  service  was  put  into  oporation  on  the 
1st.  December  all  carcases  having  been  marked  since 
that  date . 


The  Regulations  provide  for  Local  Authorities 
to  make  charges  for  inspections  and  the  Council  have 
decided  on  the  following  charges  to  operate  until 
the  31st.  March  1965,  v/hen  a review  of  the  same  will 
be  undertaken

On  the  1st.  January  1959,  the  Slaughterhouse 
(Hygiene)  Regulations  1958,  ^nd  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958  came  into 
operation. 

These  Regulations  were  designed  to  secure  the 
observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  in  connection 
with  the  construction  and  operation  of  slaughterhouses 
and  the  handling  of  meat  therein.  They  impose  upon 
occupiers  of  slaughterhouses  requirements  as  to  the 
layout,  drainage,  equipment,  maintenance,  cleanliness, 
ventilation,  lighting,  v/ater  supply,  management  and 
personal  hygiene,  and  provides  for  safeguards  against 
the  infliction  of  unnecessary  suffering. 

Three  slaughterhouses  were  brought  up-to-date 
and  made  to  comply  v/ith  the  new  regulations,  only 
two  of  these  being  now  in  use.

CYSTICERCUS  BOVIS 

Routine  examination  of  "beef  carcases  and  organs  is 
carried  out  to  detect  the  parasite  of  Cysticercus  Bovis 
as  required  hy  the  Ministry  of  -agriculture , Fisheries 
and  Pood.  Cysticercus  Bovis  is  the  cystic  stage  of 
taenia  saginata,  the  tapeworm  of  m;an.  During  the  year, 
twenty-three  carcases  v/ere  found  to  he  infected,  the 
cysts  being  located  in  the  head  in  twelve  cases,  and  the 
heart  in  eleven  cases.  Of  the  cysts  found,  fourteen  were 
viable  and  nine  degenerated.  Ahere  infestation  is  localised, 
the  part  of  the  carcase  or  the  organ  affected  is  rejected  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption;  the  remainder  of  the  carcase  is 
placed  in  cold  storage  at  a temper \ture  not  exceeding  20'^P 
for  a period  of  three  weeks,  and  then  released  for  human 
consumption.  Failing  refrigeration,  the  entire  carcase 
and  offal  is  rejected. 

Method  of  disposal  of  condem.ned  food. 

All  carcases  and  offals  found  at  the  Bacon  Factories 
and  Slaughterhouses  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  are 
mutilated  and  dyed  prior  to  disposal  to  firms  outside  the 
Borough  for  conversion  into  animal  food  and  fertilisers. 

Tinned  and  other  packaged  foodstuffs  are  collected  and 
disposed  of  to  a licensed  pig  feeder  for  treatment  in  a 
sterilising  plant.

Inspections  mode  to  supervise  the  preparat ioh,  handling 
or  storage  of  food  in  shops ^ restaurants,  hake-houses,  markets 
and  factory  canteens,  totalled  52U. 

49  Notices  were  served  for  contraventions  of  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations,  Many  of  these  require  the  maintenance  or 
replacement  of  the  necessary  equipment. 

The  following  list  shov/s  the  matters  with  v/hich  these 
Notices  were  concerned 

Wash-hand  hasins,  absence  of  hot  water. 

Locker  accommodation  for  outdoor  clothing. 

Defective  or  dirty  condition  of  walls,  floors, ceilings , 

v/oodwork,  equipment  and  v/orking  surfaces. 

Impervious  surfaces  to  counters  and  tables. 

Bins;  provision  of  properly  covered  bins  for  waste 

products . 

Delivery  vehicles  and  mobile  shops. 

Handwashing  notices. 

It  is  not  marble  palaces  that  are  wanted,  but  the 
implementation  of  basic  principles  of  hygiene. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  instruct  personnel  on 
the  frequent  and  intelligent  use  of  equipment  and  of  the 
principles  of  hygiene.  Scrupulous  food  preparation  and 
handling  will  prevent  food  poisoning  incidents,  and  there  is 
still  need  for  much  educational  effort  in  this  field. 

It  is  doubtful  • v/het her  the  public  are  aware  of  the 
amount  of  work,  and  time  consuming  work  at  that,  upon  which 
Public  Health  Inspectors  engage  in  the  routine  inspection 
and  sampling  of  food.  Without  this  v/ork,  however,  the  defects 
which  are  shown  up  would  very  greatly  multiply  and  the  standard 
of  food  in  general  would  be  much  below  the  desired  level. 

The  general  public  could  assist  in  the  drive  for  cleaner 
food  production  and  handling,  by  refusing  to  shop  at  premises 
vi/hich  are  not  up  to  standard,  or  by  reporting  any  infringements 
v/hich  they  notice. 

Police  Court  proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Council 
against  a grocery  firm  who 'had  sold  to  a customer  currants 
which  v;ere  not  of  the  quality  of  the  article  demanded  by  the 
purchaser  in  that  there  were  present  white  maggots  ( the  grub 
of  Ephest ia-cautella)  contrary  to  Section  2 of  the  Pood  & 

Drugs  Act,  1955°  The  defendant  firm  v/as  fined  £25. 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  is  improving.  Every  encourage- 
ment is  given  to  traders  to  install  refrigerated  window  and 
counter  displaj'-s  as  an  ideal  method  of  storage  prior  to  sale. 

There  is  a marked  increase  in  the  volume  of  frozen  foods 
now  sold  which  has  called  for  special  attention.  Careful  v;atch 
is  maintained  in  order  to  ensure  that  frozen-food  cabinets  are 
maintained  in  good  condition  and  not  overloaded,  v/ith  an  emphasis 
on  disposal  of  foodstuffs  in  proper  rotation.  Load-line  levels 
should  be  strictly  adhered  to  because  goods  stored  above  this 
line  are  subjected  to  thavi^ing  and  may  become  unsuitable  or 
unvi^holesome . 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  mobile  shops  and  the 
stalls  retailing  foodstuffs  in  the  weekly  market. 

Visits  are  also  made  to  the  food  stalls  which  accompany 
the  show-ground  people. 

Litter  baskets  are  provided  by  the  Council  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  fried  fish  shops  and  milk  vending  machines 
in  an  effort  to  keep  the  streets  tidy.

Of  the  ninety-nine  samples  of  milks  taken,  one 
untreated  T<.T<,  samiple  failed  the  test  required  by  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  I960,  Tne 
Biological  samples  were  all  negative. 

Sample  failures  of  rav/  milk  are  first  investigated 
at  the  distributing  dairy  to  clarify  v/hether  the  producer 
or  the  distributor  is  at  fault.  If  a farm  investigation 
is  called  for,  then  notification  is  given  to  the  Milk 
Regulations  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food. 

In  the  one  recorded  failure  above,  a sample  taken  two 
days  later  from  the  same  distributor  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

As  a check  on  the  efficiency  of  milk  bottle  cleansing, 
six  sets  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

One  was  unsatisfactory  and  this  proved  to  be  due  to  a fault 
in  the  bottle  v/ashing  machine. 

The  Council  accepted  delegation  from  the  County  Council  of 
their  duties  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
i960,  as  from  the  17th  October,  1961. 

Attention  is  again  drawn  to  the  difficulties  experienced 
at  the  Bottle  Vi^ashing  Plants,  due  to  bottles  being  misused 
before  being  returned  to  the  dairy.  Consumers  are  advised  to 
rinse  the  empty  bottles,  promptly  return  them  to  the  dairyman, 
and  not  to  use  them  for  purposes  other  than  as  milk  containers. 
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OLK  AI^'D  Di-iIRi:j:S.  Cant’d, 

Milk  from  refrigerated  machines  has  become  very 
popular.  Pour  of  these  machines  are  installed  in  the 
town  and  thirteen  in  a Works.  The  disposable  cartons 
are  filled  and  hygienically  sealed  in  the  dairy. 

This  system  overcomes  the  difficulties  experienced  by 
the  fouling  of  milk  bottles  in  heavy  industrial 
factories.  The  machines  are  cleansed  and  replenished 
daily.  Regular  samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

The  Borough  is,  of  course,  in  a specified  area. 

All  milk  now  sold  by  retail  must  be  ’'specially  designated” 
milk,  (that  is,  pasteurised,  sterilised,  or  tuberculin 
tested  milk) .
